il   1,    1936,    compared  with  2,3^+8,233,000  pounds  on  April   1,    1935.    and 
2,3  ads  on  January  1,    1936.     This   is  an   increase  in  the 

total   stocks   of  67,753,000  pounds   over  the   stocks  of  a  year  ago,    and 
an   increase   of  ^3.230,000  pounds  over  the  January  1,    193&,    stocks. 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  April  1,  1936,  were  873,007,000 
pounds,  compared  with  73^i 51^,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1935t  an  increase 
of  1  ^,CjO  pounds,      luring  the  first   quarter  of  19?6   flue-cured 

stocks  decreased  about   91  million  pounds,    about   the   same  as  during  the 

Pst    quarter  of  1935.      The   stocks  of  Type  11   on  Aoril   1,    193o,    were 
reported  as  393,986,000  pounds;    Type  12  as   280,575,000  pounds;    Type  13 
as   1-",28U,C0G  pounds;    and  Type  lh  as   53il62,000  pounds.      There  was   no 
variation   in  the  distribution  according   to  groups   of  grades   in  fluc- 
c-:red   tobacco. 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as   2^0,612,000  pounds 
on  April  1,    1936,    compared  with  231,2^0,000  pounds   on  April   1,    1935,    an 
increase  of  a  little  over  9  million  pounds.     The  increase  in  fire-cured 
stocks  during  the  first    quarter  appears  about   normal.      Virginia  Fire- 
cured,   Type  21,    stocks  were  reported  as  33 1 555 » 000  pounds  on  April   1, 
1936;    Type  22  as  15^,^19,000  pounds;   Type   23  as  Ug, 038, 000  pounds;    and 
Henderson   Stemming,   Type   2U,    as  U,600,000  pounds. 

Burley   stocks  were  about  6l  million  pounds  lower  on  April   1,    193&, 
than  they  were  a  year  ago  April   1.      The  April   1,    193&,    report   shows 
729,587,000  pounds  of  Burley  on  hand,    compared  with  790,^26,000  pounds 
on  hand  Aoril  1,    1935*      The  increase   in  Burley   stosks  during  the   first 
quarter  of  193^  amounted  to  about   30  million  pounds,    compared  with 
nearly  a  hundred  million  pounds'    increase  during  the  first   quarter  of 
last   year.      This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that   a  considerable 
portion  of  the  1935  crop  was   sold  prior  to  January  1,    1936.     Maryland 
tobacco   stocks  were  about   three   quarters  of  a  million  pounds  lower  than 
a  year  ago.     The  April  1,    1936,   report    shows  31,363,000  pounds  of  Mary- 
land tobacco   on  hand. 
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One   Sucker   stocks   on  April   1,    1936,    amounted  to   32,808,000  pounds, 
about    8  million  pounds   lower  than  a  year  ago   and  a  little  more  than 
2  million  higher  than  on  January  1,    1936.      Green  River   stocks,    reported 
as   3^j630,000  pounds   on  April  1,    were  nearly  3  million  pounds  lower  than 
a  year  ago,    and  about    5  million  pounds  higher  than  on  January  1,    1936. 
Virginia   Sun-cured   stocks  were  reported  as  3 > 480, 000  pounds,    Eastern  Ohio 
as    851,000  pounds,    Perique,    248,000  pounds,    Other  Miscellaneous  Domestic, 
170,000  pounds,   and  Foreign-grown  cigarette  tobacco   (Turkish  and  other), 
82,895,000  pounds,    on  April    1,    193b. 

APRIL   1   CIGAR  L3AF  TOBACCO  '  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  American-grown  cigar  filler   types  amounted  to   198,930,000 
pounds   on  April    1,    1936,    an   increase   of  nearly  17  million  pounds  over  the 
total    stocks   of   filler   types  a  year  ago.      About   15  million  pounds   of  this 
increase   is   represented  by  the   inclusion  of   the  Puerto  Rican   tobacco    on 
the  Island.      Type   4l,   Pennsylvania  Seedleaf   stocks   on  April   1   were 
100,959,000  pounds;    Type  42,    Gebhardt ,    20,901,000  pounds;    Type  43,    Zimmer, 
2^,987,000  pounds;    Type  44,    Dutch,    10,529,000  pounds;    Type   45,    Georgia  and 
Florida  Sun-grown,    1,631,000  pounds;    and  Type  46 ,   Puerto  Rican,    39,923,000 
pounds.      The   detailed  report   by  groups  of  grades    shows   146,544,000  pounds, 
or  about   74  per  cent,    of  the  total  filler   type  stocks    in  the  C  group  as 
strictly   filler  grades;    40,249,000  pounds,    or  about   20  per  cent,  in  the 
X  group,    7 > 826, 000  pounds,    or   about   4  per  cent,    in  the  Y  group,    and  the 
balance   in  the  B,    S,    and  IT  groups. 

The  cigar  binder. type   stocks,    some   of  which  are  used  for  wrappers, 
were  about    30  million  pounds  lower  on  April   1,    1936,    than  they  were   a  year 
ago  April   1.      Total   binder  type   stocks  were  reported  as   162,972,000  pounds 
on  April   1,    1936.      ^yve   5^»    Connecticut  Broadleaf  stocks  were  reported  as 
33»lt59>000  pounds   on  April    1,    1936;    Type   52,    Connecticut   Havana  Seed, 
27,833>000  pounds;    Type   53»    New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana   Seed, 
2,207,000  pounds;    Type   54,    Southern  Wisconsin,    63,679,000  pounds;    and 
Type   55.   Northern  Wisconsin,    36,094,000  pounds.      The  detailed  report  by 
groups   of  grades    shows   that   of  the  total  binder   type  stocks   reported, 
4,120,000  pounds  are  of  wrapper  quality,    65,635*000  pounds  are  binders, 
5,435,000  pounds  are  fillers,    87,432,000  pounds  are  X  group  or   stemming 
grade  tobacco,    and  the  balance   in  the  Y,    S,    and  N  groups.' 

Shade-grown  wrapper  type   stocks  were  about   a  million  pounds  lower 
on  April   1,    1936,    than  they  were  a  year  ago.      The  April  1   report   of  this 
year   shows  a  total   of  11,641,000  pounds.      Connecticut   Valley  Shade  stocks 
were  reported  as  8,424,000  pounds,   and  Georgia  and  Florida  Shade   stocks 
as  3.217,000  pounds.      Of  the  total  shade  tobacco   stocks  reported  10,041,000 
pounds   are  reported   in   the  A  group  as  being  of  actual  wrapper  quality. 

The   foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  tobacco   stocks   in  this  country  on 
April  1,    1936,    consisted  of  9,928,000  pounds  of  Cuba  (Havana)    tobacco, 
2,237,000  pounds   of   Sumatra  and  Java,    585 1 000  pounds   of  Philippine  Island 
(Manila),    and  47,000  pounds   of  Other  Foreign-grown  Cigar  Leaf.      Stocks   of 
Havana,    Sumatra,    Java  and  Manila  tobacco  are   shown   subdivided  according  to 
wrappers,    fillers  and   scrap  in  the  detailed  report  by  groups   of  grades.
